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U.S. ZIONIST CONVENTION 


Bitter Attacks on British Policy 


The Governments of Great Britain and the U.S. were sharply attacked at the 49th 
Annual Convention of the Zidnist Organisation of America, which was opened in 
Atlantic City last Saturday night. Nearly 4,000 delegates and visitors from 22 States 
enthusiastically applauded Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, who, in.a militant presidential report, 
which included criticism of Dr. Nahum Goldmann and the Jewish Agency, declared that 
an undivided Jewish State in the whole of Palestine remained the basic Jewish aim, and 
that it could not be changed unless the World Zionist Congress saw fit to do so 


WILL UNITED NATIONS 
DISCUSS PALESTINE 
Jewish Observers at Assembly 


Thirteen American Jewish groups have secured 
accreditation to the section for voluntary organisa- 
tions of the United Nations, and will atiend ‘the 
General Assembly in New York as observers. Thre 
miernational Jewrnsh organrmations have also been 
accredited They are the Jewrsh Agency tor 
Patestine, the World Jewish Congress, and the 
Avgudas Israe! World Organisation 

The Jewish representatives will watch marnly for 
developments at the Assembly which affect human 
nahts and the establishment of the Internationa! 
Refugee Organisation, wich w to succeed Unrra 
and tor any moves that may be made with regard

VIABLE JEWISH 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann in 
Washington 


All the elements. existed for reaching a com 
promise on Palestine, and if Britain wanted a- just 
solution, She could get i immediately. said Dr 
Nahum Goldmann, member of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, at a press conference m Washineton 
last. week Dr. Goldmann also suegested that it 
the Jewish Agency became convinced. that further: 
nevouations with Briain were hopeless, they might 
urge friendly nations to bring the Palestine issue 
before the United Nations 

Dr. Goldmann. declared that continuation of 
Britains ~ present repressive and dilatory tactics ” 
could only result in an “ explosion “ for which the 
British would be solely responsible and which 
would lead to a permanent embarrassment of 
Anglo-American relations 

Ihe Jewish Agency. Dr.- Goldmann said. had 
made a supreme COnCeSSION an effort to break 
ihe stalemate. They had expressed their readiness 
to enter into discussions on the basis of the creation 
of a viable Jewish State in. an ddequate area of 
Palestine and were willing to grant Britain full 
rights for military, naval, and dir bases in such a 
State, which would comprise approximately 65 per

Zionist Council at its mecting on Tuesday] and 
that they will take action against it. The form of 
action has not been mentioned. but was said to be 
subject to discussion with, and confirmation by. the 
Inner Zionmst Council in Jerusalem.

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BULGARIAN ‘JEWS 
PROTEST 


Peace Treaty “ Defence Clauses ” 
Unwanted 


The Central Consistory of the Jews in Bulgaria 
has issued a statement expressing surprise ai the 
proposal of the British representative at the Bul- 
arian Territorial and Political Commission of the 
"arts Conterence to imsert special clauses m. the 
draft peace treaty with Bulgaria to safeguard 
Jewish rights, 

“ All such clauses,” it declares, “are obviously 
superfluous, because all questions concerning the 
Jews in Bulgaria are solved by a series of laws 
and decrees resulting in the abolrtion of all restric- 
tions of a material and political character.” After 
a study of a memorandum on the subject submitted 
by the Bulgarian Consistory, the nine World Jewish 
organisations present at the Paris Conference 
accepted the Consistorys viewpoint, it is claimed. 
and declared in a signed statement that they did 
not find it necessafy to urge the inclusion of special 
measures in the peace treaty Ihe Bulgarian Jews 
reiterate their Gemand that there be no special 
clauses for their defence in the peace treaty. and 
are fequesting the support on this pomt of the 
Secretariat of the Peace Conference : 


OSLO DEATH SENTENCE ON NAZI 
our Correspondent—Osto} 


Sentence of death has been passed on Wilhelm 
Wagner, a German  police-officer, formerly 
stationed at the Norwegian concentration camp at 
Berg. for having been the ringleader in the depor- 
tation of S31 Jews from Norway in 1942. Only 
ten of the Jews survived

But 
it 1S easily manageable, provided that it ts accepted as the 
responsibility of the tamily of nations as a whole.” What

Nevertheless, it must not be forgotten that the Jewish 
problem ts not merely that of individuals bereft of human 
rights. It concerns the status and personality of a nation 
whose specific culture has no free area in which to express 
itself and further its development. A quarter of a century 
ago, the society of Nations agreed in principle to receive 
the Jewish people in its midst by the great design of 
Restoration in which Great Britain-—to her eternal credit 
took the leading rale. It is inconceivable that the United 
Nations, some of whose members would hardly claim to 
surpass the Jews in the glory of their contribution to the 
human store of Knowledge and: invention, will go back 
upon the promise which its predecessor ratified. with such 
striking emphasis. The Palestine problem ts unlikely to be 
raised at the Uno Assembly since it is now the subject of 
discussion between all interested parties, and there are 
insulficient grounds for despairing or an agreed solution, 
li is obvious, however, that legitimate Jewish aims. in 
Palestine must somehow. be brought into accord with the 
wider mmterests of the Middle East and with the require- 
ments of international harmony as a whole. The atmo- 
sphere required for such a process is one of moderation 
and of peace. Itis only hindered by such resonant demagogy 

that with which Dr. Abba Hillel Silver delichted 
the Convention of “the Zionist Oreanisation “of 


America last week-end. Those who incite the Yishuv to 
so-called “ resistance” from the distant platforms of the 
U.S.A. incur a grievous responsibility, not least towards the 
welfare of the Yishuv itself. Dr. Silver's furious onslaught 
upon all suggestions of compromise-——even those emanating 
from the Jewish Agency Executive, of which he was but 
recently a member—runs entirely counter to the modern 
trends of liberal thought, and ts a blatant instance of that 
virulent prejudice which blinds sincere men to the realities 
of life. His indefensible likening of British action over 
Palestine to that of Nazi Germany or Fascist Italy can only 
have the effect of further poisoning the relations between 
England and America, upon the harmony of which 
the peace of the world so largely depends. The 
world does not ask in the conduct of international 
relations for a unilateral statement of special needs 
considered in tsolation from the interests of other 
peoples. The objective is to reconcile the rights and 
aspirations of Zionism with thase of the Arabic-speaking 
peoples, without whose good will the future of the Yishuy 
cannot but be a tragic story of conflict and disorder. It ts 
shocking that Jewish leadership at such a time should be 
subjected to the pressure of enthusiastic groups who decline 
to face the obstacles confronting them, and who, therefore. 
have no counsel to offer whereby they may be overcome. 
It would be salutary if American Jewry, living so close to 
the most crucial modern experiment in international 
accord, would govern its thinking by a wide human outlook 
and not by partisan violence. Jews everywhere, to whose 
tradition the high ideals of international co-operation are 
very near, must learn to bring a sense of world statesman- 
ship to bear upon their special problems, They must

fie results of the recent elections for delegates to the Zionist 
{ongress give rise to some interesting reflections. In this country 
a considerably greater number of clectors voted than on any 
previous occasion, which may be taken as a measure of the 
increased interest in the Palestine question evinced by the 
Anglo-Jewish public [he election has given an opportunity 
to many Jews to express rather more tangibly their inward, 
but usually unvorced, concern at the way events have been 
shaping Apart trom their immediate purpose, the elections 
have directed -Communal thought to a thorough. consideration 
of the basic principles of Zionism, and their importance ts 
by no means limited to their direct influence on the representa- 
tion of particular parties at Congress It is all the more 
revealing, theretore, to see that in Britain and in other countries 
of the Diaspora, the greater number of votes by far have been 


cast for the moderate and religious elements, and the more ' 


extreme parties have not achieved their own expectations. In 
England, for instance, where the General Zionists received their 
expected four seats, the Mizrachi, who anticipated two, actually 
won three, while the United Zionist: Revisionists, for whom 
two seats had been forecast, finally gained only one. Ihe 
results thus. seem to indicate that, resisting the appeal to mock- 
heroics, public opmion has retained its mnate sense of the 
traditional values which must ever guide and inspire any move- 
ment worthy of the Jewish name. In Eretz Yisrael, the picture 
is to some extent different, and may be said to represent the 
reaction there to the local conditions and to express the deep 
resentment felt at the continuing harsh treatment of the Yishuy 
by the military authorities and the administration. Even there, 
however, moderation is represented im the overwhelming num- 
ber of votes cast for the Labour parties, including the religious 
Labour party, Hapoel Hamizrachi. But the fact that second 
place was taken by the Revisionists should not be lost on the 
authorities, as tt indicates that there are considerable numbers 
of people who are restive under the unbearable repression, and 
have taken this electoral means. of showing their impatience. 


c. P. SCOT! 

THe JewitSH. CHRONICLE, which itsell is more than a centen- 
arian——being 105 vears old this month—-joins with particular 
pleasure in the present centenary tribute to the memory of C. P. 
Scott, who was born in 1846. As Editor of the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN from 1872 to 1929, Scott attained an immortal place 
in the history of British; and indeed world, journalism. That 
place of honour and renown was secured entirely by the force 
of his persona! character and by undeviating devotion to moral 
principle. Not that there was anything austere or pietistic in 
his philosophy. of life. Indeed, he ever displayed the most 
liberal outlook and the most catholic and widespread sym- 
pathies. It was, precisely this attitude of mind which gave him 
such a comprehensive and authoritative grasp of Jewish prob- 
lems. -He saw all Jewish questions in their universal setting, 
and it was his sense of ultimate values which enabled him to 
pronounce upon them with such objectivity of judgment and 
freedom from all petty prejudices. In his comment upon 
Jewish matters he established standards of equity and truth 
which will ever remain as supreme models for the guidance of 
other writers. Just because he never jumped to conclusions, 
but always based his judgments upon such fixed foundations, 
the memory of his tireless championship of Jewish causes must 
bring unalloyed satisfaction to good men everywhere. He was 
forthright against all racial or religious persecution, and played 
a great part in awakening Britain to a realisation ofthe horrors 
of Nazism and Fascism. A consistent supporter of Zionism. 
he rendered inestimable service to the movement. It was he 
who first introduced Dr. Weizmann, then a young and compara- 
tively unknown lecturer in chemistry at Manchester University. 
to Mr. Lioyd George—a méeting which may ‘-be said to have 
led later to the issue of the Balfour Declaration. It is good to 
know that the standards he set, epitomised in his famous phrase, 
“ news is sacred, comment is free,” are so worthily maintained

SYNAGOGUE NAMES 

At the recent meeting of the General Council of the Federa 
tion of Svnagogues, Mr. Aaron Wright, the President, was able 
to report important progress in two directions, He gave pai 
ticulars of the establishment of new Constituent Synagogues in 
districts to which members had removed, and of the amalgama 
tion -of old Synagogues in the East End. As regards the three

Hebrew names instead of by their locality. Thus; the new one 


in Finchley Road ts to be known as Shomrei Hadath. With 
respect to the amalgamations (as, for example, that of Green- 
held Road with Vine Court), the new names were not published. 
but presumably Hebrew nomenclature will prevai!, Actually 
this new: practice, while tt no.doubt reflects the contemporar) 
Hebrew renaissance, follows the older Jewish custom. At the 
present day, however, there are tew English Synagogues which 
are generally known by their Hebrew title, even in translation 
Thus, a mame such as Princes Road is far more familiar 
than, say, one like Holy Law. But in other lands, particular} 
in America, there are famous Congregations which are known 
only by their Hebrew names. In New York, for example, the 
Shearit Israel Synagogue, Temple Beth-El, and Temple Emanu- 
Fl are notable. Likewise, travelling, say, right across the U.S.A 
to the State of Oregon, one finds in Portland the Orthodox 
Congregation of Shaare Torah and the Reform Temple of Beth 
Israel, names bearing public witness to the pull of Jewish 
faith and tradition. One may rejoice at the prospect of more 
Metropolitan Synagogues testifying to Hebraic and Scriptural

It is an ‘alfront to the human conscience that 
hundreds of thousands of European Jews, the first victims 
of Hitler's frenzy, should stil be deprived of hberty and 
the pursuit of happiness, so long after their, persecutors 
downfall Phis ts especially difficult to condone in view 
o! the fact that the proportions of the problem, haye been 
most tragically reduced; and the task of finding immediate 


refuge could. be fulfilled by a Simple gesture on the part ol 
nents who preside OvVvel vast under-populated 
territories British Dominions. which have an interest both 
m Europ n PrOSperity rnd in the restoration of stable condi- 
th in Palestine as well as in the augmentation of European

The number is large 
for Palestine, but negligible when divided among several 
countnes.” The International Refugee Organisation is 
shortly to. begin its work. Just as its parent body is 
resolved to repair the failures of Gieneva,.so it, must 
strive to rise above the ineptitudes of Bermuda and Evian 
It has a tremendous opportunity which, for humanity's 
sake, must not be lost The task of immediately rescuing 
some SO00,000 Jews trom “memories of the past and the 
graveyards of the present,” in. Dr. Weizmann’'s cloquent 
phrase, cannot be carried out by any single project. But 
it iS easily manageable, provided that it 1s accepted as the 
responsibility of the family of nations as a whole. What 
the task requires for its solution 18 international co-opera- 
tion, determination, .and, if it is not askine too much, 
another Nansen 


Nevertheless, it must not be forgotten that the Jewish 
problem is not merely that of individuals bereft of human 
rights. It concerns the status and personality of a nation 
whose specific culture has no free area in which to express 
itself and further its development. A quarter of a century 
ago, the society of Nations agreed in principle to receive 
the Jewish people in tts midst by the. great design of 
Restoration in which Great Britain —to her eternal credit 
took the leading role... It is inconceivable that the United 
Nations, some of whose members would hardly claim to 
surpass the Jews in the glory of their contribution to the 
human store of knowledge and invention, will go back 
upon the promise which its predecessor ratified with such 
striking emphasis. The Palestine problem 1s unlikely to be 
raised at the Uno Assembly since it 1s now the subject of 
discussion between all interested parties, and there are 
insufheient grounds for despairing of an agreed solution. 
li is abvious, however, that. legitimate Jewish aims in 
Palestine must somehow be brought into accord with the 
wider interests of the Middle Fast and with.the require- 
ments of international harmony as a whole. The atmo- 
sphere required for such a process is one of moderation 
and of peace, Itis only hindered by such resonant demacogy 
as that with which Dr: Abba Hillel Silver delighted 
| Annual Convention of the Ztomst Organisation of 


America last week-end. Those who incite the Yishuv to 
so-called “ resistance“ from the distant platforms of the 
U.S.A. incur a grievous responsibility, not least towards the 
welfare of the Yishuv itself. Dr. Silver's furtous onslaught 
upon all suggestions of compromise——even those emanating 
from the Jewish Agency Executive, of which he was but 
recently a member—runs entirely counter to the modern 
trends of liberal thought, and its a blatant instance of that 
virulent prejudice which blinds sincere men to the realities 
of life. His indefensible likening of British action ove 
Palestine to that of Nazi Germany or Fascist Italy can only 
have the effect of further poisoning the relations between 
England and America, upon the harmony of which 
the peace of the world so largely depends. The 
world does not ask in the conduct of mternational 
relations for a unilateral statement of special needs 
considered in tsolation from the interests of other 
peopies. The objective is to reconcile the rights and 
aspirations of Zionism with those of the Arabic-speaking 
peoples, without whose good will the future of the Yishuv 
cannot but be 4 tragic story of conflict and. disorder. It ts 
shocking that Jewish leadership at such a time should be 
subjected to the pressure of enthusiastic groups who decline 
to face the obstacles confronting them, and who, therefore, 
have no counsel to offer whereby they may be overcome. 
It would be salutary if American Jewry, living so close to 
the most crucial modern experiment in_ international 
accord, would govern its thinking by a wide human outlook 
and not by partisan violence. Jews everywhere, to whose 
tradition the high ideals of international co-operation are 
very near, must learn to bring a sense of: world statesman- 
ship to bear upon their special problems. They must 
remember that discretion 1s often the better part of valour 
and that il-judged heroics will do more harm than good. 


JIONIST CONGRESS ELECTIONS 


lHet results of the recent elections for delegates to the Zroninst 


Congress give rise to some imteresting reflections. In this country 
a considerably greater number of electors voted than on any 
previous ‘occasion, which may be taken as a measure of the 
increased imterest in the Palestine question evinced by the 
Anglo-Jewish public. The election has given an opportunity 
to many Jews to: express rather more tangibly their inward, 
but usually unvoiced, concern<at the way events have been 
shaping. Apart trom their immediate purpose, the elections 
have directed Communal thought to a thorough consideration 
of the basic principles. of Zionism, and their importance ts 
by no means limited to their direct influence on the representa- 
tion of partrcular parties at Congress It ws all the more 
revealing. therefore, to see that in Britain and in_ other countries 
of the Diaspora, the greater number of votes by far have been 
cast for the moderate and religious elements, and the more 
extreme parties have not achieved their own expectations. In 
England, for instance, where the General Zionists received their 
expected four seats, the Mizrachi, who anticipated two, actually 
won three, while the United Zionist Revisionists, for whom 
twq seats had been forecast, finally gained only one [he 
results thus seem to mdicate that, resisting the appeal to mock- 
heroics, public’ Opinion. has retained its innate sense of the 
traditional values which must ever guide and inspire any move- 
ment worthy of the Jewish name. Im Eretz Yisrael, the picture 
iS to some extent different, and may be said to represent the 
reaction there to the local conditions and to express the deep 
resentment felt at the continuing harsh treatment of the Yishuy 
by the military authorities and the administration, Even there, 


however, moderation 1s.represented in the overwhelming num- 


ber of votes cast for the Labour parties, including the religious 
Labour party, Hapoel Hamizracm. But the fact that second 
place was taken by the Revisionists should not be lost on the 
authorities, as it indicates that there are considerable numbers 
of people who are restive. under the unbearable repression, and 
have taken this electoral means of showing their impatience. 


Cc. P. SCOTTI 

THe Jewry CHRONICLE, Which itsell is more than a centen- 
arian-—-being 105 years old this month-——joims with. particular 
pleasure in the present centenary tribute to the memory of C. P. 
Scott, who was born in 1846. As Editor of the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN from 1872 to 1929, Scott attained an immortal place 
in the history of British, and indeed world, journalism. That 
place of honour and renown was secured entirely by the force 
of his personal character and by undeviating devotion to moral 
principle. Not that. there was anything austere of pietistic in 
his philosophy of life. Indeed, he ever displayed the most 
liberal: outlook and the most cathohe and widespread sym- 
pathies. It was precisely this attitude of mind which gave him 
such a comprehensive and authoritative grasp of Jewish prob 
lems. He saw all Jewish questions in their universal setting. 
and it was his sense of ultimate values which enabled him to 
pronounce upon them. with such objectivity of judgment and 
freedom from all petty prejudices. In his comment upon 
Jewish matters he established standards of equity and truth 
which will ever remain as supreme models for the guidance of 
other writers. Just because he never jumped to conclusions, 
but always based his judgments upon such fixed foundations. 
the memory of his tireless championship of Jewish causes must 
bring unalloyed satisfaction to good men everywhere. He. was 
forthright against all racial or religious persecution, and played 
a great part in awakening Britain to a realisation of the horrors 
of Nazism and Fascism. A consistent supporter of Zionism, 
he rendered inestumable service to the movement. It was he 
who first introduced Dr. Weizmann, then’ a young and compara- 
tively unknown lecturer in chemistry at Manchester University, 
to Mr. Liovd (scorge--a meeting which may be said LO have 
led later to the wsue of the Balfour Declaration. It Is good to 
Know that the standards he set, epitomised in his famous. phrase, 
“ pews 18 sacred, comment is free.’ are so worthily maintained 
by the MancHesrerR Gt aRDIAN of to-day

SYNAGOGUE NAMES 

At the recent meeting of the General Council of the Federa 
tion of Synagogues, Mr. Aaron Wright, the President, was abl 
to report important progress in two directions. He gave pa! 
ticulars of the establishment of new Constituent Synagogues in 
districts to which members had removed, and of the amalgama 
tion of old Synagogues in the East End. As regards the three 
new Synagogues, the interesting point emerged that the pro 
cedure will be followed of regularly referring to them by thet 
Hebrew names instead of by their locality. Thus, the new one 
in Finchley Road is to be known as Shomrei Hadath. With 
respect to the amalgamations (as, for example, that of Green- 
held Road with Vine Court), the new names were not published, 


but presumably Hebrew nomenclature will prevail. Actually) ;

Sin.—The interpretation by the London. Beth 
Din of the law of Chalhitza has. always puzzied me 
but two recent cases brought to my notice have 
astounded me. 

A young English gir! was married to a Pole 
about tS years ago and became a childless widow 
within a year. She waited 14 years, and then fell 
in love and wished to marry again. She remem- 
bered that her husband had spoken about a brother 
She was told 
ihat she must seek out her brother-in-law and get 
Chalitza from him or else produce positive proof 
of his death. Both of these courses were utterly 
impossible for her. Although | was prepared to 
marry her in the Settlement Synagogue, she and 
her fiancé were so shocked and horrified by the 
attitude of the spiritual heads of the Community 
that they decided to have nothing more to do with 
religion and were married in a Registry Office. 

The second case is that of a young widow 
without. child who is seeking to remarry He: 
brother-in-law, a married man, was requested by 
the Beth Din to attend there to perform the 
Chalitza ceremony He replied. in writing that as a 
Progressive Jew he did not believe in this rite, but 
that he had no objection to his sister-in-law marry- 
ing whomsoever she pleased. Because he refuses 
to go through this rite, the young widow is barred 
from being married in any Orthodox Synagogue, 
and the brother-in-law is accused of standing in 
the way of her future happmess. Yet no Pro- 
gressive Jew, and | should have thought few who 
are not of the extreme Orthodox sects, would be 
prepared to go through the ceremony described in 
Deuteronomy 25, verses 7-9. 

Can nothing be done to give more humanitarian 
interpretation by the present-day Rabbis of this 
very ancient Law?

THE PASSING OF THE EAST 
END “SWEATSHOPS ” ? 


L.C.C. Plan for “ Flatted 
Factory ” 


[From our Industrial Correspondent | 


Shortly expected from the London County 
Council is a decision that will mean the end of the 
notorious East End backroom clothing “ factory,” 
in which large numbers of Jews have been em- 
ployed 

On’ the initiatrwe of Mr. Bernard Sullivan, 
London District Secretary of the National Union of 
Tailors and Garment. Workers, a committee of 
employers has approached the L.C.C. with a pro- 
‘posal for the building of a “ flatted factory. 

The employers organisations concerned are the 
Apparel Manufacturers’ Association, the British 
Mantle Manufacturers. Association, the Light 
Clothing Association, the Britieh Fashion Trades 
Association, and the Childrens Wear Association; 
and they propose that when ie big slum clearance 
scheme for Stepney is pul into operation a com- 
munal workshop to house 3.500 workers and 200 
employers should be built. 

Mr. Sullivan told me the history of this pro- 
posal. During the war, Dr. J. J. Mallon, Warden of 
Toynbee Hall, called some interested people together 
to consider what would need to be done in rebuild- 
ing Stepney. “ We soon saw.” said Mr. Sullivan, 
that something drastic was required.* In every 
house that was pulled down two * factories would 
go with it. The position was serious. I then sug- 
gested that ‘flat factories’. should be built to 
replace these insanitary single-room workshops. 
Professor Abercrombie in his plan for London 
adopted this, but called them atted factories.” ”’ 

Mr. Sullivan. who ts a member of the L.C.C 
and sits on its Housing Committee, next approached 
various employers organisations and suggested that 
they make an official approach, and this was done. 
An industrial area on which such a factory can be 


built has now been allocated. but Parliament will 
have to be asked for powers of compulsory acquisi- 
tion. of. the tand. 
Ihe advantages of this schenie will be great both

Ihe Convenuon expressed its appreciation to the 
Congress of the United States for having reafirmed 
the traditional American policy of support for the 
Jewish National Homeland: by the passage of the 
resolutions of December 17 and December 19

bad taken since August, 1945, to uree upon the 


Government the immediate admission of . 


100,000 displaced Jews from Europe into Palestine 
and for his recent indication of sympathy for the 
nlea of a Jewish State 

Regret was voiced because various officials of 
the U.S. Government had not only failed to give 
support to the: poly defined by the Congress 
resolutions and the Presidential pronouncements 
bul had acted in a manner contrary to that policy 
thereby creating doubts m the minds of the foreign 
Governments regarding the seriousness with which 
that policy was being pursued by the United 
States Government. 

Pronouncements and declarations alone did not 
suffice, and the Convention called upon the Presi 
dent and the Secretary of State to exercise the full 
influence of ‘the American Government and take 
all appropriate measures in order that the objects 
of American policy regarding the Jewish refugees 
and the Palestine problem be swiftly accomplished 

A resolution was adopted calling for all Zionist 
political efforts in the Umited States to be central 
red in one authoritative body 

In the course of a- resolution on immieration 
mto Palestine, the Convention expressed its admira- 
tion of the efforts of “the uprooted and persecuted 
Jews of Europe to enter Palestine, irrespective of 
the machinations and obstacles illegally put m thei 
way by the Brisnsh Government, and tor the efforts 
of the Yishuv in endeavouring to secure the entry 
of Jews into Palestine in the face ‘of illegal. British 
micrierence 

Support’ for Resistance 
Resistance . Was the subsect of anothe resolu- 
tion, which stated that responsidie clements of the 
Yishuv embarking upon policies of non-cooperation 
of resistance, would receive wholehearted *support 

In view of the possibility that proposals might be 
considered for the reconstitution of the Jewish 
Agency so as to provide for the active participation 
of Jewish bodies not directly affhilated to the 
Zionist Movement, the Convention urged that the 
principle of democratic representation be applied 
to Ziomsts and nop-Ziontsts alike. The representa- 
tion of non-Zionists should be effected through 
established and representative. Jewish associations 


such as the British Board of Deputies and. the’ 


American Jewish Conference. Jewish Community 
life should not anywhere be endangered or sacri- 
ficed by granting a disproportionate imfluence to 
small separatist or self-constituted groups which, 
by their record, had indicated unwillingness to 
co-operate with the democratically organised 
forces in Jewish life 

Dr. Silvér expressed appreciation of President 
Truman's reply to Ibn Saud, in which the President 
reasserted that at least 100,000 Jews should be 
immediately allowed to enter Palestine. 

He was at a loss, went on Dr. Silver, to under- 
stand Ibn Saud’s interference in the matter of 
Palesune. Jewrsh rights in Palestine were guaran- 
teed by the Mandate and were not subject to the 
review of Saudi Arabia 

“ This desert chief of a backward and feudal 
Siate,.”’. declared Dr. Silver, “ should be asked to 
turn his attention to his own country and devote 
himself to improving the condition of his impover- 
ished, illiterate, and exploited people whom he has 
kept in subjection. There is nothing in the Man 
date which calls for consultation with the King o! 
Saudi Arabia, or with any other Arab State.” 

Heartening reports by the Jewish National Fund. 
the Youth Group, and numerous Palestinian 
Agencies were presented at the various sessions. 

Eleven Vice-Presidents were elected. 


The 12th annual Conference of the Federation 
of Zionist Youth took place on Sunday last at the 
Imperial Hotel, Birmingham. It is hoped to publish 
a full report of the conference in our next issue. 

The Cairo Jewish Democratic Youth Association 
recently adopted a resolution rejecting Zionism and

That Unexpected 
Guest 


N the past, it was the pride of a really efficient 
housewife that she was prepared to receive 
guests. not only with the equanimity born of 

knowledge of suitable means of entertaining them 
within her means. but also with that spirit of true 
hospitality which is the hall-mark of the good 
Jewess and the good housewife. The food shortages 
of the war years have sadly altered this picture, 
and to-day it becomes increasingly difficult to pro- 
vide for the unexpected guest in anv home 

Parallel with this development, there has been an 

increased sense of gregariousness among the 
younger generation, as a result of their war experi- 
ences, Young men and women who have returned 
to civil life from the Services just cannot under- 


- necessarily or inevitably giving them the capacity 


to mix well with their fellow human beings. The 
good mixer is born and not made, and can just as 
well be an only child as one of a large family. 

As a matter of fact. there is frequently found in 
such laree families one member who, because his 
tastes and inclinations are quite diffcrent from those 
of tis brothers and sisters, ts as solitary as if he 
were an only child. Such a child will obviously 
make friends with difficulty, or, rather, make them 
rarely. But when and if he does find a kindred 
soul, that friend will be of greater account to him, 
and he to that friend, than will be the case wiih 
the more popular and easy-going type of child. 

How, then, can any conscientious mother wish 
to disrupt such a possible fricndship just because 
the advent of the triend at a particular time does 
not correspond with her prearranged plans? As in 
so many other human relationships, the important 
thing is to regard these matiers with a sense of 
proportion. Once the housewife has grasped the 
vital importance to her young son or daughter of 
the friendships they have made in the war years, 
once she has reahsed the tremendous part such 
relauionships have played and are going to play in

ANGLO-JEWRY’S FUTURE 


Prof. Brodetsky Foresees 
Changes 
lFrom our 

Prof. S. Brodetsky, President ot the Board of 
Deputies. gave his views on Future of 
Anglo-Jewry at a meeting of the Oxford Univer- 
sity Jewish Socmety on Thursday of last weck 

He envisaged a dechne in numbers, as little or 
no immigration was likely to be permitted: and 
the Jewish population would decline proportionately 
to the decline im the general population. “* There 
will be a natural tendency to assimilation, and in 
20 years’ time, a Jewish Community will look and 
sound more English than it does now. Yiddish. 
unfortunately, will disappear rapidly. The religous 
tendency will be away from extreme Orthodoxy: 
most Jews will remain Orthodox in name, but 
there is a growing separation between Orthodoxy 
m name and Orthodoxy m actual lie.” . 

Economically, said Prof. Brodetsky, the trend 
was away trom manual labour and into business 
and manufacturing. The prablem of Jewish con- 
centration on the professions would grow The
